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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

l. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

• Group I, claim(s) 1, 2, 8, and 9, drawn to a printer and method for controlling a 
printer including the conveying travel of the rest state transport of the printing 
medium between 0.5 m and 30 mm. 

• Group II, claim(s) 1, 3, 8, and 10, drawn to a printer and method for controlling a 
printer including during the rest state transport, the printing medium is initially 
conveyed from the initial position counter to the output transport direction and is 
then transported back into the initial position in the output transport direction. 

• Group III, claim(s) 1, 4, 8, and 11, drawn to a printer and method for controlling a 
printer including the printing medium being rolled up as a coiled strip. 

• Group IV, claim(s) 1, 5, 8, and 12, drawn to a printer and method for controlling a 
printer including the printer being a thermal printer and the printing medium 
being thermal printing paper. 

• Group V, claim(s) 1, 6, 8, and 13, drawn to a printer and method for controlling a 
printer including a print head, the printing medium being fed to the print head by 
a pressure roller by resting upon the pressure roller. 

• Group VI, claim(s) 1, 7, 8, and 14, drawn to a printer and method for controlling a 
printer including that at the activation of printer caused by a print job, the rest 
state transport takes place before the print job is processed. 

• Group VII, claim(s) 8 and 15, drawn to a method for controlling a printer 
including the rest state transport being carried out at periodically repeating 
intervals of between 10 and 40 hours. 
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2. The inventions listed as Groups I- VII do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

3. Inventions I-VII are directed to related products and processes. The related 
inventions are distinct if: (1) the inventions as claimed are either not capable of use 
together or can have a materially different design, mode of operation, function, or effect; 
(2) the inventions do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; and (3) the 
inventions as claimed are not obvious variants. See MPEP § 806.05(3). m the instant 
case, the inventions as claimed have a materially different design, mode of operation, 
function and/or effect as evidenced by their respective special technical features as 
recited in the dependent claim(s) of each invention. Furthermore, the inventions as 
claimed do not encompass overlapping subject matter and there is nothing of record to 
show them to be obvious variants. 

4. Claims 1 and 8 each link(s) inventions I-VI, while claim 8 also links invention VII. 
The restriction requirement among the linked inventions is subject to the 
nonallowance of the linking claim(s), claims 1 and 8 (Claims 1 and 8 are not allowable in 
view of the teachings of at least US 2006/0222430 Ai or US 6,585,437 Bi). Upon the 
indication of allowability of the linking claim(s), the restriction requirement as to the 
linked inventions shall be withdrawn and any claim(s) depending from or otherwise 
requiring all the limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) will be rejoined and fully 
examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1.104 Claims that require all 
the limitations of an allowable linking claim will be entered as a matter of right if 
the amendment is presented prior to final rejection or allowance, whichever is earlier. 
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Amendments submitted after final rejection are governed by 37 CFR 1.116; amendments 
submitted after allowance are governed by 37 CFR 1.312. 

Applicant(s) are advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or 
divisional application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, the allowable 
linking claim, such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory 
double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. Where a 
restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer 
applicable.
